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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 3, 6, 8-13, and 16-21 are pending in the instant application. 
Amendments 

The amendment filed on November 23, 2009 has been acknowledged and has 
been entered into the instant application file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 3, 6, 8-13, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description and enablement requirements. 

The Applicant's arguments and the declaration by Philipp Stoessel have been 
found to be persuasive. The rejections are withdrawn.

Claims 3, 6, 8-13, and 16-21 are allowed.
